Judge Scott Metes Out Punlshinent to a
Number of Malefactors,

While walting for the lawyers to got some
of thelr cases ready for trial, Judge Scott
took a hand yesterdey afternoon and as-
signed four men to work for the state. In
making these assignments the judge gave J,
!, Jackson ten years and Charles A, Austin
seven. These men were partners and wero
the individuals who were convicted of burg-
lnrizging the residence of A. A. McClure,
from which they took a lot of clothing and
Jewolry, which was pawned In this rtl:.' ﬂllrl
In Couneil Bluils,

H. H. Blanding, the young man who pur-
chased a diamond ring from Max Meyor &

Co, and gave a check upon n bank in which
hie had no accouunt, was sent over the voad
for ong year.

Selling the James H,
rupt stock,

Fred €. Lucchisl, the young man who
“did’* the Omaha News company for $910
and then skipped, was sentenced to a term
of onn year.

To vary the monolony, the court gave &
free lecture with each sentence, remarking
to Jackson, who s known as “'Sleepy Saun-
ders,” that the community would be much
sifer with him in the penitentiary,

This man is an old-time crook, having
served a sentenee In the Colorado penlten-
tinry at Canyon City, where he was sent
after having heen convieted of emborzioment.
In Imposing the sentence Judge Scoltt said:
“When a man turns burglar the best place
for him Is in the penitentiary, for the rea-
aon that a man who will commit burglary
will murder If It bs necessary to accomplish
hig purpose. The fact Is thut the burglar is
a traveling murderer, carrying the tools of
the burglar In one hand and tha tools of the
murderer in the other.”

In the cases of the other men, they prom-
Ised to reform and do better after complets
ing thelr terms of Imprisonment.

Water Worka company of [lllinols, the
owner of the Omaba plant and the Denver
City Water Works company of Denver con-
solidated under the name of the Amerlean
Water Works of New Jersey and operated
Both plants under one minngement, Shortly
after that time and before the completion of
the contemplated extepsion of the malps
of the Denver plant, that concern became In-
solvent and went Into bankruptey, taking
the Omaha plant along with it When this
ook place there were 10,634 tons of the pipe
